“ When ' joined the patrol we 
went through the St. Louis IO-

Academy and 
therefore 
w ere taught such things as fil­ 
ing reports on dead anim als in 
addition to the training that 
would benefit us as state troop­ 
e rs . 
“ Today's patrol recru it a t­ 
tends the Highway Patrol Aca­ 
dem y at Rolla for 10 weeks of 
intensive training and is much 


b etter qualified to carry out 
the patrol motto of ‘Service and 
Protection’.” 
W allis 
has seen his troop 
shrink from 22 to 14 counties

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson asked Congress to­ 
day for five-year authority for 
foreign aid and proposed that the 
global program be spilt into sep­ 
arate economic .and arm s aid 
b ills..

$3.39 billion in new*aid funds for 
next year, Johnson also spelled 
out a $1-billion program of food, 
education and health assistance 
abroad. 
“ I propose that the United 
States offer to Join in new at­ 
tacks upon the root causes of 
world poverty,” the President 
told the legislators. 
“ The incessant cycle of hun­ 
ger, ignorance, and disease is 
the common blight of the devel­ 
oping world.

POPLAR BLUFF — “ The Pa­ 
trol has been my religion,” 
Capt. O. L. Wallis said. “ Some­ 
tim es to the detlment of my 
family.” 
Wallis was talking to more 
than IOO members and former 
members of his Troop E com­ 
mand of the Missouri State 
Highway Patrol at a farewell 
dinner given In his behalf at 
the Holiday Inn. 
M issouri has had a Highway 
Patrol since 1931. That’s the 
year Wallis came to 
Poplar 
Bluff as one of the eight men 
assigned to patrol 22 counties In 
Southeast Missouri. 
He retired Monday, his 60th 
birthday, the maximum age al­ 
lowed under Patrol policy, Lt. 
E. F. Damp! has been named 
acting commander to succeed 
Wallis. 
Damp! has been in Troop E 
since 1942 and served IO years 
at Sikeston. He hasbeen in Pop­ 
la r Bluff since 1953. 
Wallis graduated from the St. 
Louis Police Academy In No­ 
vember of 1931, a member of tile 
first class of patrolmen. He’s 
been stationed in Poplar Bluff 
since, with the exception of spe­ 
cial assignments for sliort pe­ 


riods. 
On Oct. I, 1938, he was pro­ 
moted to sergeant and 
14 
months later was made acting 
troop 
commander. 
He was 
named 
Troop E commander 
in 1942. Wallis served a year 
as state superintendent of the 
Patrol, beginning In September 
of 1944. He returned to Poplar 
Bluff a year later to command 
Troop E. 
A native of C arter County, 
Wallis managed a sawmill In the 
Birch Tree area prior to joining 
the patrol. He also had studied 
civil engineering at Washington 
University and the Missouri 
School of Mims and Metallurgy 
at Rolla. 
Wallis has long been active 
In Christian Church affairs, 
having taught Sunday school and 
helped govern the church. 
His knowledge of the law and 
its enforcement have earned for 
him awards and honors. 
When asked alout dangers In­ 
volved In the hundreds of man­ 
hunts he has conducted over the 
years, Wallis said the worst he 
ever got hurt was when he 
caught pneumonia after getting 
wet during a search for a fugi­ 
tive. 


As an original member of the 
patrol’s famous pistol team and 
captain of the group until his 
retirem ent, Wallis at one time 
was ranked as one of the na­ 
tion’s finest pistol shots. He 
holds 
a life-tim e 
m aster’s 
pistol 
classification. 
Wallis 
also is a life member of the 
International 
Association of 
Chiefs of Police and belongs to 
the Missouri and Southeast Mis­ 
souri Peace Officers associa­ 
tions. 
Wallis says the major im­ 
provement In the patrol he has 
known has been in training of 
personnel. “ The high moral and 
physical standards of our men 
have always been about the 
sam e,” Wallis says, “ but the 
training they receive Is much 
better now. 
“ When ’ joined the patrol we 
went through the St. Louis Po­ 
lice 
Academy and therefore 
were taught such things as fil­ 
ing reports on dead animals in 
addition to the training that 
would benefit us as state troop­ 
e rs. 
“ Today’s patrol recruit at­ 
tends the Highway Patrol Aca­ 
demy at Rolla for IO weeks of 
intensive training and Is much 


better qualified to carry out 
the patrol motto of ‘Service and 
Protection’.” 
Wallis 
has seen his troop 
shrink from 22 to 14 counties 
and the personnel grow 
from 
eight troopers in 1931 to more 
than 50. Many troopers noware 
specialists with expert training 
In such things as criminal In­ 
vestigation, highway safety, and 
interrogation and operation of 
the lie dection device. 


“ A day’s cruise in the old 
days could be as much as 200 
m iles,” Wallis says. Today, a 
trooper's normal patrol Is about 
50 miles. 
Although the patrol’s primary 
duty under state statute Is high­ 
way safety, the agency devotes 
many hours to criminal In­ 
vestigation and other routine 
police matters. 
One of the little-known serv­ 
ices provided by the Patrol, 
Wallis says, Is the highway re ­ 
lay of emergency Items such as 
blood, eye tissue and heads of 
animals suspected to be rabid. 
In the first six months of 1965 
there were 661 relays, 235 of 
which were blood. 
The captain's first patrol car 


was an open-topped model A 
Ford. And troopers had to keep 
the top down, despite the tem ­ 
perature, unless It was raining 
or snowing. 


Last week, Troop B’s criminal 
investigator was assigned a sta­ 
tion wagon with the modern 
kind of air conditioning. The 
modern patrol also has turbo­ 
prop aircraft. 


In his 34 years on the patrol, 
Wallis has participated In and 
also conducted manhunts for 
some 
of the nation’s 
most 
desperate criminals. He was In­ 
volved in the search for the 
infamous Alvin Karpls and Ma 
Baker gangs in the mid-30*s 
and was sent to Hot Springs, 
A rk., on a special assignment 
to try and find “ Pretty Boy” 
Floyd. 


Wallis says he has no plans 
for his retirem ent, but he has 
mentioned that tm would Ilks to 
go back to college some day. 
A son, Mike, is a student at 
the University of Missouri. 
He will maintain his rank of 
captain in the patrol In a re ­ 
tired status and says that he 
hates to leave active service.

IN DEFENSE OF THE GROUNDHOG 
If the groundhog sees his shadow on Wednesday, 
Feb. 2, so runs the old belief, he will scamper 
back into his hole and 40 more days of winter 
weather will ensue. If he does not see his 
shadow, he will end his hibernation, and that 
means that spring is “not far behind.” 
Three years ago the National Geographic So­ 
ciety, which is ordinarily more concerned with 
making myths than breaking them, put out a 
bold canard to the effect that the groundhog—or 
woodchuck or American marmot, as you prefer— 
hibernates from mid-autum to March, living off 
the food consumed the previous summer. He 
doesn’t come out of his hole in February, said the 
Geo people, and when he does he isn’t thinking 
of weather but of sex and food. 
Officials of the Slumbering Lodge of Groundhogs 
in Quarryville, Pa., immediately called “ Foul.” 
Near Quarryville, in southern Lancaster County, 
members of the lodge gather annually on the 
bank of Octoraro Creek, carrying canes and 
wearing high silk hats. They hunt down the 
groundhog in his burrow, flush him, and then 
engage in solemn colloquy to determine whether 
he has seen his shadow. At Punxsutawney, in 
the western part of Pennsylvania (Jefferson 
County), where similar ceremonies are per­ 
formed, a spokesman said of the Geographic 
Society: “They don’t know anything about the 
habits of the groundhog.” 
On safer ground, Feb. 2 is also Candlemas 
(litterally, the blessing of the candles) and is 
celebrated in Eastern Catholic churches as the 
Feast of the Presentation of Jesus in the Temple 
and in Roman Catholic and Anglican churches 
as the Purification of the Blessed Virgin. 
If Candlemas Day be dry and fair, 
The half o’ winter’s to come and mair; 
If Candlemas Day be wet and foul, 
The half o’ winter’s gone at Yule.

THE PAY-OFF THAT FAILED 
Whatever may come of it, the Senate’s refusal 
to repeal Section 14(b) of the Taft-Hartley 
Act is a well deserved slap at the politicians 
and union leaders who thought they could pull 
a fast one on the American people. 
It suggests that quite a few Senators doubt 
there is any great popular enthusiasm for the 
proposition that a workingman should be com­ 
pelled to join a union in order to keep his job. 
It should also, though we wouldn’t bet that it 
will, spur serious thinking about some other 
strange union attitudes, policies and powers. 
Attempts may yet be made in this session 
to revive repeal; if not, then probably next 
year. But it is significant that the repeal pro­ 
ponents, needing a two-thirds majority to limit 
debate on the right-to-work issue, were unable 
to muster a simple majority even in a top- 
heavily liberal Democratic Senate. 
The effrontery in the repeal effort consists 
partly in its gross politicking—the nullifica­ 
tion of state laws prohibiting the union shop 
was conceived as a pay-off to organized labor 
for its support of the Democrats in last year’s 
election. Admittedly that is not exactly novel in 
our politics. What makes it worse in this case 
is that the whole idea of compulsory unionism 
is itself an affront to the values of a free 
society. 
The arguments, such as they are, marshaled 
for repeal are sophistry at best. It is contended 
in particular that the union shop is somehow 
a manfestation of the democratic ideal; majority 
rules and if the employe is to enjoy union-won 
benefits he should be made to bear his share 
of the freight. 
Not so. Unions are not organs of government, 
however much official favoritism they enjoy, 
and for the most part they are certainly not 
democratically run. On the contrary, the notion 
that an individual should be forced to join any 
private organization, and especially to make 
his very livelihood dependent on doing so, goes 
altogether against the American grain. 
The union attitude on this score nonetheless 
typifies a series of archaic beliefs professed 
by the leaders of organized labor. (We do not 
hesitate to add that managements are also cap­ 
able of antiquated and muddled thinking; but 
they don’t have the same powers as the unions.) 
Union officials fight to retain the privilege 
of featherbedding, which again seems at odds 
with the American habit—and we think for most 
Americans it still exists—of delivering an honest 
day’s work for an honest day’s pay. Frequently 
they oppose automation despite all the evidence 
past and present that technology makes for 
abundance and more rather than fewer jobs. 
They demand higher minimum wages which 
create unemployment among the poor and un­ 
skilled who are least able to take it. 
Notable too is the growing union tendency to 
use the strike at the drop of a hat instead of 
reserving it as a last desperate weapon when 
all else has failed. The upshot is not only 
hardship for union members, employers and the 
community during the stoppage; strikes can also 
force companies out of business and hence de­ 
stroy jobs. 
In these and similar ways union officials 
seem to be living in another age, an age of 
fiefdoms where they are free to exert compul­ 


sion on their members and act in disregard of 
the common weal. There is little to suggest, 
at any rate, that most unions are making an 
intelligent attempt to grapple with contemporary 
industrial problems, let alone champion the 
rights of the individual worker. 
Had the unions won repal of 14(b), or if they 
still do, it would enhance their power both sym­ 
bolically and practically. And that at a time when 
their special privileges and questionable tactics 
cry out for searching examination in Legislative 
halls. 
Perhaps the Senate’s refusal to pay off, in the 
face of considerable pressure and the crudest 
kind of threats from some unionists, is an 
indication that the nation is beginning to get fed 
up with union divisiveness and intransigence. 
For the time being, in any event, the nation 
is the better off for the Senate’s courage.

So regardless of what happens on February 2— 
whether he sees his shadow and retreats for 
another six weeks, or • whether the absence of 
a show portends mild weather in the days ahead— 
hats off to the ground hog! 
Hats off, also, to your local Heart Associa­ 
tion, and its continuing fight to bring under 
control heart attack, stroke and other cardio­ 
vascular diseases which are responsible for 
more than half of all deaths in this area.

LEGISLATION BY 
CATCHWORD 
As the effectiveness of Con­ 
gress becomes more and more a 
topic for public discussion, it 
is vitally important to under­ 
stand just what kind of job Con­ 
gress is intended to do. 
Congress is a legislative body, 
which means that its basic pow­ 
e r is to pass laws. But the ef­ 
fectiveness of Congress can 
be at least as well measured 
by the bills it refuses to ap­ 
prove, as by those which it 
does make law. 
Congress was never intended 
by our Founding Fathers to be 
only a rather clumsy vehicle for 
approving legislative programs 
drawn up by the President. But 
this seems to be the way many 
people regard it today. We see 
this in many of the news stories 
about Congress, where words 
such as “ road-block," “ hur­ 
dle" and “ meat ax" are fre ­ 
quently used to describe any 
opposition in Congress to leg­ 
islation proposed by a P resi­ 
dent. The image these words 
create is obviously unfavorable. 
They make Congress look like 
an obstacle to progress instead 
of a guardian of liberty. 
In fact, there can be no real 
progress without liberty. If our 
guardians of liberty do not do 
their job, we will continue to 
move back toward the days when 
arbitrary and oppressive gov­ 
ernm ent was universal. 
Rule by the President alone 
would amount to an elective 
dictatorship. An active effective 
Congress shares power with the 
President, influences the judi- 
'ciary and thus prevents either 
from 
exercising 
independent 
rule. 
That is why the independence of 
Congress must be preserved to 
guard liberty by not being a rub­ 
ber 
stamp for the 
other 
branches. HLH

WASHINGTON.- The Lincoln 
Memorial is calm and stately 
in the snow these nights; silent 
in the moonlight. Almost no one 
comes there to disturb 
the 
monument of the lonely man 
who sits thinking in his chair. 
There are only one or two 
tracks in the snow leading up 
the steps. 
So he sits there, looking out 
at the cold and beautiful world, 
the trees along the reflection 
pool ghostlike under the 
new 
moon; the shaft of stone, built 
in honor of another great pres­ 
ident, standing against the hori­ 
zon, very much alone. 
Lincoln's image looks as if 
he were thinking about 
the 
problems he faced in those dif­ 
ficult days when brother 
was 
fighting brother over union and 
slavery, and when he had 
to 
make decisions 
to continue, 
intensify or abandon that war. 
Looking up beyond the trees 
heavy with snow 
and the tidal 
basin covered with ice 
sits 
another president, also think­ 
ing, also faced with decisions— 
whether to continue or intensify 
or abandon another war— a war 
much farther away than Vicks­ 
burg or Appomattox but also 
involving union. 
That other president seldom 
sleeps out a whole night any 
m ore- and the decisions he 
faces must be made today and 
tomorrow 
arid the day after 
tomorrow. Part of those long, 
lonesome 
nights he sits up in 
the big bed Lincoln slept in. 
The telephone- which Lincoln 
never had—is alongside the bed 
and about three every morn­ 
ing this president 
calls 
the 
Situation Room to find out what 
has happened in the war for 
which he has to make decisions 
—especially 
how many boys 
were killed that day. Part of 
the 
night 
he also 
sits up 
reading the history ofLincoln's 
decisions, 
how he reversed 
his cabinet, removed his gen­ 
erals, 
ignored his senators. 
DECISIONS, DECISIONS 
Then he ponders how far he 
should go in 
doing likewise. 
Should he listen to his generals 
who, like Gen. Henry W.Halleck 
at the Battle of Fredericksburg, 
want more and more men? Or 


should he listen to the old sold­ 
iers, 
Gen. Jim Gavin, Gen. 
Omar Bradley, Gen. Matt Ridg- 
way, all of whom replaced Mac- 
Arthur in Korea, all of whom 
advise against 
sending more 
American boys to wade through 
the elephant grass, recommend 
keeping them in easily guarded 
encampments along 
the Viet 
Nam coast instead? 
Should he replace Gen. West­ 
moreland, who may be getting 
tired, 
with 
Gen. 
Creighton 
Abrams, as Lincoln replaced 
Halleck with Grant? 
Sometimes late 
at night he 
reads Bruce Catton's 
great 
book "Never Call R etreat" on 
the decisions Lincoln faced. 
There was one important dif­ 
ference between Lincoln's drive 
for union and the policy against 
union 
the President 
in­ 
herited on the other side of the 
world. 
Lincoln was driving to keep 
a dismembered nation together. 
With the dead piling up on both 
sides in a way that makes the 
Viet 
Nam war seem like pop 
battles, 
his 
senate 
friends, 
many of his cabinet, begged him 
to end the fighting. 
He ignored 
his critics, overrode his cabi­ 
net, vetoed the senators of his 
own party to keep the country 
together. 
Today on the other side of the 
world, the President who sleeps 
in Lincoln's 
bed 
has 
been 
euchred into 
fighting a war 
against 
union, a war to keep 
two peoples, many of them re­ 
lated, many of the same race, 
separate. 
He inherited a war which 
started when John Foster Dulles 
maneuvered to get around the 
Geneva Treaty providing elec­ 
tions to let these two peoples 
vote on union. The United States 
had been urging elections 
to 
bring unity between East and 
West 
Germany, urging elec­ 
tions in Latin America, all over 
the world-except in these two 
little countries now torn by war. 
That is the big difference be­ 
tween the decisions faced by the 
man in the White House 100 
years 
ago and the man who 
sleeps in his bed today. 
SHOULD WE BOMB? 
The decisions are still there. 


How much weight should be 
given to those air photos of 
supplies 
snaking through the 
jungle. . . heavy 120-millimet­ 
er m ortars and 75-millimeter 
howitzers broken in six pieces, 
each weighing 200 pounds, slung 
in a cradle on the backs of two 
men and packed by them over 
the 
mountains, 
through 
the 
steaming 
jungles, to the bat- 
tlefront 
to face 
American 
troops? 


Should this supply line 
be 
bombed at its 
source—Hanoi 
and Haiphong? 
And how important are the 
photos of bridges repaired, new 
anti-aircraft defenses built, new 
ack-ack guns installed— all in­ 
creasing the risk to American 
lives on the next attack. Now 
should we bomb them even if 
our bombs hit Russian ships, 
Russian personnel; or should 
he wait? 


That other president looking 
out over the snow-dressed trees 
and the tidal basin had called 
upon the Russian fleet 
100 
years ago to help protect New 
York and San Francisco and 
thus had helped turn the tide 
of union victory. 
It was the British, still sm art­ 
ing from the independence of the 
A merican 
colonies, who broke 
the Union blockade, landed sup­ 
plies in the south, fcrnned the 
fires of rebellion, almost went 
to war against the north. If the 
British had gone as far in the 
south in 1860-64 as the United 
States has gone in Viet Nam in 
1960-66, we would be a balkan- 
ized nation, split up into tiny, 
helpless enclaves.

IN DEFENSE OF THE GROUNDHOG 
If the groundhog sees his shadow on Wednesday, 
Feb. 2, so runs the old belief, he will scamper 
back into his hole and 40 more days of winter 
weather will ensue. If he does not see his 
shadow, he will end his hibernation, and that 
means that spring is “not far behind.” 
Three years ago the National Geographic So­ 
ciety, which is ordinarily more concerned with 
making myths than breaking them, put out a 
bold canard to the effect that the groundhog—or 
woodchuck or American marmot, as you prefer— 
hibernates from mid-autum to March, living off 
the food consumed the previous summer. He 
doesn’t come out of his hole in February, said the 
Geo people, and when he does he isn’t thinking 
of weather but of sex and food. 
Officials of the Slumbering Lodge of Groundhogs 
in Quarryville, Pa., immediately called “ Foul.” 
Near Quarryville, in southern Lancaster County, 
members of the lodge gather annually on the 
bank of Octoraro Creek, carrying canes and 
wearing high silk hats. They hunt down the 
groundhog in his burrow, flush him, and then 
engage in solemn colloquy to determine whether 
he has seen his shadow. At Punxsutawney, in 
the western part of Pennsylvania (Jefferson 
County), where similar ceremonies are per­ 
formed, a spokesman said of the Geographic 
Society: “They don’t know anything about the 
habits of the groundhog.” 
On safer ground, Feb. 2 is also Candlemas 
(litterally, the blessing of the candles) and is 
celebrated in Eastern Catholic churches as the 
Feast of the Presentation of Jesus in the Temple 
and in Roman Catholic and Anglican churches 
as the Purification of the Blessed Virgin. 
If Candlemas Day be dry and fair, 
The half o’ winter’s to come and mair; 
If Candlemas Day be wet and foul, 
The half o* winter’s gone at Yule.

THE PAY-OFF THAT FAILED 
Whatever may come of it, the Senate’s refusal 
to repeal Section 14(b) of the Taft-Hartley 
Act is a well deserved slap at the politicians 
and union leaders who thought they could pull 
a fast one on the American people. 
It suggests that quite a few Senators doubt 
there is any great popular enthusiasm for the 
proposition that a workingman should be com­ 
pelled to join a union in order to keep his job. 
It should also, though we wouldn’t bet that it 
will, spur serious thinking about some other 
strange union attitudes, policies and powers. 
Attempts may yet be made in this session 
to revive repeal; if not, then probably next 
year. But it is significant that the repeal pro­ 
ponents, needing a two-thirds majority to limit 
debate on the right-to-work issue, were unable 
to muster a simple majority even in a top­ 
h eavy liberal Democratic Senate. 
The effrontery in the repeal effort consists 
p a rtly in its g r o s s p o litic k in g --th e n u llifica­ 
tion of state laws prohibiting the union shop 
was conceived as a pay-off to organized labor 
for its support of the Democrats in last year’s 
election. Admittedly that is not exactly novel in 
our politics. What makes it worse in this case 
is that the whole idea of compulsory unionism 
is itself an affront to the values of a free 
society. 
The arguments, such as they are, marshaled 
for repeal are sophistry at best. It is contended 
in particular that the union shop is somehow 
a manfestation of the democratic ideal; majority 
rules and if the employe is to enjoy union-won 
benefits he should be made to bear his share 
c l t h e f r e i g h t . 
Not so. Unions are not organs of government, 
however much official favoritism they enjoy, 
and for the most part they are certainly not 
democratically run. On the contrary, the notion 
that an individual should be forced to join any 
private organization, and especially to make 
his very livelihood dependent on doing so, goes 
altogether against the American grain. 
The union attitude on this score nonetheless 
typifies a series of archaic beliefs professed 
by the leaders of organized labor. (We do not 
hesitate to add that managements are also cap­ 
able of antiquated and muddled thinking; but 
they don’t have the same powers as the unions.) 
Union officials fight to retain the privilege 
of featherbedding, which again seems at odds 
with the American habit—and we think for most 
Americans it still exists—of delivering an honest 
day’s work for an honest day’s pay. Frequently 
they oppose automation despite all the evidence 
past and present that technology makes for 
abundance and more rather than fewer jobs. 
They demand higher minimum wages which 
create unemployment among the poor and un­ 
skilled who are least able to take it. 
Notable too is the growing union tendency to 
use the strike at the drop of a hat instead of 
reserving it as a last desperate weapon when 
all else has failed. The upshot is not only 
hardship for union members, employers and the 
community during the stoppage; strikes can also 
force companies out of business and hence de­ 
stroy jobs. 
In these and similar ways union officials 
seem to be living in another age, an age of 
fiefdoms where they are free to exert compul­ 


sion on their members and act in disregard of 
the common weal. There is little to suggest, 
at any rate, that most unions are making an 
intelligent attempt to grapple with contemporary 
industrial problems, let alone champion the 
rights of the individual worker. 
Had the unions won repal of 14(b), or if they 
still do, it would enhance their power both sym­ 
bolically and practically. And that at a time when 
their special privileges and questionable tactics 
cry out for searching examination in Legislative 
halls. 
Perhaps the Senate’s refusal to pay off, in the 
face of considerable pressure and the crudest 
kind of threats from some unionists, is an 
indication that the nation is beginning to get fed 
up with union divisiveness and intransigence. 
For the time being, in any event, the nation 
is the better off for the Senate’s courage.

So regardless of what happens on February 2— 
whether he sees his shadow and retreats for 
another six weeks, or * whether the absence of 
a show portends mild weather in the days ahead— 
hats off to the ground hog! 
Hats off, also, to your local Heart Associa­ 
tion, and its continuing fight to bring under 
control heart attack, stroke and other cardio­ 
vascular diseases which are responsible for 
more than half of alf deaths in this area.

LEGISLATION BY 
CATCHWORD 
As the effectiveness of Con­ 
gress becomes more and more a 
topic for public discussion, it 
is vitally important to under­ 
stand just what kind of job Con­ 
gress is intended to do. 
Congress is a legislative body, 
which means that its basic pow­ 
er is to pass laws. But the ef­ 
fectiveness of Congress can 
be at least as well measured 
by the bills it refuses to ap­ 
prove, as by those which it 
does make law. 
Congress was never intended 
by our Founding Fathers to be 
only a rather clumsy vehicle for 
approving legislative programs 
drawn up by the President. But 
this seems to be the way many 
people regard it today. We see 
this in many of the news stories 
about Congress, where words 
such as “ road-block,” “ hur­ 
dle” and “ meat ax” are fre­ 
quently used to describe any 
opposition in Congress to leg­ 
islation proposed by a Presi­ 
dent. The image these words 
create is obviously unfavorable. 
They make Congress look like 
an obstacle to progress instead 
of a guardian of liberty. 
In fact, there can be no real 
progress without liberty. If our 
guardians of liberty do not do 
their job, we will continue to 
move back toward the days when 
arbitrary and oppressive gov­ 
ernment was universal. 
Rule by the President alone 
would amount to an elective 
dictatorship. An active effective 
Congress shares power with the 
President, influences the Judi- 
'clary and thus prevents either 
from exercising independent 
rule. 
That is why the independence of 
Congress must be preserved to 
guard liberty by not being a rub­

It 
seems sure to be different from 
the last five years. Adjustments 
will have to be made by both gov­ 
ernment and business, and like­ 
ly by consumers too. 
President Johnson in his new 
federal budget already unveiled 
and in his economic message 
due today outlines the steps by 
which the government proposes 
to keep prosperity rolling while 
restraining its exuberance. 
The restraints mean taking 
more money out of paychecks in 
the months ahead and out of 
corporate cash tills. The budget 
also proposes a smaller U.S. 
Treasury deficit, watering down 
that form of stimulant. And, 
more important perhaps, the

of

drastic steps of business, labor 
or the consumer get out of line 
and head for a speculative binge. 
Business and labor are faced 
with new adjustments to gov­ 
ernment guidelines on prices 
and wages. Rising stock prices 
and heavy trading on the ex­ 
changes also focus attention on 
what the stock market could do 
to the expanding economy. 
Ahead also may be closer 
government supervision of up­ 
ward changes in prices and 
wages. And there is the outside 
possibility that lf either busi­ 
ness or labor balk, a showdown

go, how high wages can go, Into 
fixed rules set by Congress. 
Another phase of the new cli­ 
mate in 1966 Is the tightening 
this year of the 1965 controls, 
called voluntary, on corporate 
investment overseas and bank 
loans to foreigners.

Atomic Energy 
Commission 
disclosed the United States may 
be close to significant break­ 
throughs in enhancing the pow­ 
ers of American nuclear-tipped 
intercontinental 
missiles to 
penetrate 
an enemy’s anti­ 
missile defense. 
It did so in a report saying 
also that: 
1. American already leads the 
world in the “ nuclear defense” 
field. 
2. Improved nuclear weapons 
of various types including “de­ 
molition munitions” such as 
atomic land mines were added 
last year to the stockpile; and 
3. The nation’s nuclear weap­ 
oneers are even now working 
toward developing even more 
advanced types. 
The 
AEC’s annual report to 
Congress did not specifically 
describe the latter. 
But 
apparently they entail 
still further progress toward 
assuring that 
American mis­ 
siles — launched after an at­ 
tack on the United States — 
would at least partially be able 
to foil, decoy and penetrate 
enemy countermeasures — in­ 
cluding their own missiles, and 
groundbased electronic detec­ 
tion devices. 
“ A major weapons develop­ 
ment objective has been the im­ 
provement of the penetration 
capability of strategic missile 
warheads by further decreas­ 
ing warhead vulnerability to ad­ 
vance enemy antiballistic mis­ 
sile countermeasures. 
“ Laboratory computations and 
experiments 
have identified 
several 
possible designs to­ 
ward 
achieving these 
im­ 
provements. The designs are 
under further study, with the 
purpose of producing — within 
any given set of limitations in 
size, weight and explosive yield 
a 
system of hardness 
balanced 
against all possible 
threats.” 
“Hardness” does not refer 
to the mere metallic hardness 
of a warhead. 
And, while the AEC defines it 
only in general terms, it pre­ 
sumably refers to such things 
as the ability of a warhead to 
prevent its 
own premature 
detonation in flight by the nu­ 
clear “ rays” or blast and heat 
effects 
of a nuclear missile 
detonated by the defender. 
The AEC made plain the lat­ 
est concepts already have been 
at least partially tested in un­ 
derground

tests at the Nevada proving 
grounds, 
for its report said; 
“ Field tests to demonstrate 
the durability of hardened de­ 
vices have been made and fur­ 
ther tests are in preparation.”

A husband and wife alm ost 
alw ays save by filing a joint 
retu rn , rather than separately. 
To be joint, a return must be 
signed by both. A wife is not a 
dependent 
for income tax pur­ 
p oses. The rules for wives and 
dependents a re not the sam e. 
You were considered m arried 
Dr divorced for all of 1965 if 
you were m arried or divorced 
is late as last D ec. 31. You get 


i o exemption for a wife divorced 
in 1965 even though you paid 
m ore 
than 
half her support. 
Anyone under 65 filing a re­ 
turn gets a $600 exemption for 
him self«$l,200 if 65 or older- 
plus $600 if blind. The sam e ex­ 
emptions apply to a wife if she 
files jointly with you, whether 
o r not she had incom e, or if 
she had none, fails to file joint­ 


ly • 
A couple filing jointly gets the 
low est tax ra te . A husband fil­ 
ing separately, because his wife 
failed to sign with him, gets the 
exemption 
for her but is hit 
with a higher tax ra te . 
If your wife had 1965 income, 
no m atter how sm all, you can­ 
not claim her exemption unless 
she files jointly with you and 
rep o rts the incom e. If it was 
$600 or m ore, she would, like 
everyone else, have to fil e re­ 
turn. 
She could do it jointly with 
you or separately. If separately, 
she’d take her own exemption. 
But if her income was less than 
$600, which wouldn’t require a 
return and she failed to file 
jointly with you, you’d be wast­ 
ing part of the $600 exemption 
you could have had. 
Everyone filing a return gets 
a standard deduction for per­ 
sonal expenses without item iz­ 
ing to prove them . If your ex­ 
penses exceeded the standard, 
you can claim them fully but 
only by item izing. 
There a re two standard de­ 
ductions: the 10 per cent stand­ 
ard and the minimum standard. 
The two standards, along with 
the tax tables and the tax-rate 
schedules for determining your 
ta x , were explained in No. 2 in 
this s e rie s. 
But, when a m arried couple 
files separate 
retu rn s, if one 
u ses the 10 per cent standard 
deduction, 
both 
must; if ok. 
u ses 
the 
minimum standard, 
both must; if one item izes, both 
m ust. 
Certain widows and widowers 
get a lower tax rate if they can 
qualify 
as 
surviving 
spouse: 
If your husband or wife died 
in 1965, you can generally claim 
a $600 exemption for him or 
her on your retu rn , if you did not 
re m a rry in 1965. You file it as 
a joint return, 
reporting any 
1965 income the deceased had, 
and using tax table B or tax 
rate schedule No. 2, both of 
which have the lowest tax rate. 
F u rth er, if you meet the fol­ 
lowing conditions, you can still 
use table B or schedule No. 2 
even though your wife or hus­ 
band 
died 
in

o r 1963: 
You must have been entitled 
to file a joint return with him or 
h er for the year of death; you 
have not rem arried ; you have a 
child or stepchild who qualifies 
a s your dependent; and you fur­ 
nish over half the cost of your

If you meet those conditions 
you can use table B or schedule 
No. 2, listing your own incom e, 
exemptions and deductions.

Tax B reak 


EDITOR'S NOTE - If a cou­ 
ple files a joint income tax re­ 
turn, the lowest rate applies.

WASHINGTON 
AP - Here 
are a few rules on the 1965 
income tax returns 
of mar­ 
ried couples and those individ­ 
uals who get a tax break if they 
qualify as head of household or 
surviving spouse. 
A husband and wife almost 
always save by filing a joint 
return, rather than separately. 
To be joint, a return must be 
signed by both. A wife is not a 
dependent 
for income tax pur­ 
poses. The rules for wives and 
dependents are not the sam e. 
You were considered m arried 
ar divorced for all of 1965 if 
you were married or divorced 
is late as last Dec. 31. You get 
io exemption for a wife divorced 
in 1965 even though you paid 
more than half her support. 
Anyone under 65 filing a re­ 
turn gets a $600 exemption for 
himself-$l,200 if 65 or older- 
plus $600 if blind. The same ex­ 
emptions apply to a wife if she 
files jointly with you, whether 
or not she had income, or if 
she had none, £ails to file joint­ 
ly* 
A couple filing jointly gets the 
lowest tax rate. A husband fil­ 
ing separately, because his wife 
failed to sign with him, gets the 
exemption 
for her but is hit 
with a higher tax rate. 
If your wife had 1965 income, 
no matter how sm all, you can­ 
not claim her exemption unless 
she files jointly with you and 
reports the income. If it was 
$600 or more, she would, like 
everyone else, have to fil e re­ 
turn. 
She could do it jointly with 
you or separately. If separately, 
she'd take her own exemption. 
But if her income was less than 
$600, which wouldn't require a 
return and she failed to file 
jointly with you, you'd be wast­ 
ing part of the $600 exemption 
you could have had. 
Everyone filing a return gets 
a standard deduction for per­ 
sonal expenses without itemiz­ 
ing to prove them. If your ex­ 
penses exceeded the standard, 
you can claim them fully but 
only by itemizing. 
There are two standard de­ 
ductions: the IO per cent stand­ 
ard and the minimum standard. 
The two standards, along with 
the tax tables and the tax-rate 
schedules for determining your 
tax, were explained in No. 2 in 
this series. 
But, when a m arried couple 
files separate 
returns, if one 
-uses the IO per cent standard 
deduction, both must; if ok. 
uses the minimum standard, 
both must; if one Itemizes, both 
must. 
Certain widows and widowers 
get a lower tax rate if they can 
qualify as surviving spouse: 
If your husband or wife died 
in 1965, you can generally claim 
a $600 exemption for him or 
her on your return, if you did not 
rem arry in 1965. You file it as 
a joint return, 
reporting any 
1965 income the deceased had, 
and using tax table B or tax 
rate schedule No. 2, both of 
which have the lowest tax rate. 
Further, lf you meet the fol­ 
lowing conditions, you can still 
use table B or schedule No. 2 
even though your wife or hus­ 
band died in 1964 or 1963: 
You must have been entitled 
to file a joint return with him or 
her for the year of death; you 
have not rem arried; you have a 
child or stepchild who qualifies 
as your dependent; and you fur­ 
nish over half the cost of your 
home which is the principal res­ 
idence of your child or step­ 
child, 
lf you meet those conditions 
you can use table B or schedule 
No. 2, listing your own Income, 
exemptions and deductions. But 
—you cannot claim an exemp­ 
tion for a husitand or wife who 
died in 1964 or 1963.

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Withholding 
Never Perfect 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) — As 
every income tapayer knows, 
withholding is never perfect. 
In many cases there is a re­ 
fund due from the government, 
o r, unhappily, something owed 
the government after the annual 
return has been sweated out. 
A major effort is now on in 
Congress to improve the sys­ 
tem , which has been getting 
more and more out of kilter 
with the passing years, because 
withholding is based on lower- 
bracket tax rates and incomes 
in this country keep going up. la 
1964, for example, most UJS. 
fam ilies had incomes above S6,- 
500 — and the median has gone 
up since. 
If the slice taken out of every­ 
body’s paycheck is based on 
minimum 
bracket 
rates and 
more and more wage earners 
move up into higher brackets, 
there is bound to be trouble. 
This has been the situation. 
M oreover, the tax changes of 
the past two years have cranked 
m ore complications into 
the 
system . Since the income tax re­ 
duction was staged over two 
y ears, there had to be a spec ial 
withholding computation for the 
first year. It turned out to be a 
bit low and, last year, many 
taxpayers 
who thought their 
withholding had covered their 
liability had to dig into their 
pockets to make up a differ­ 
ence. 
M oreover, a new minimum 
standard 
deduction benefiting 
lowest-income taxpayers was 
instituted. But this change was 
not reflected in the withholding 
tables. 


As a result of these and other 
factors, 
the 
Treasury 
es­ 
tim ates only about 12 million of 
the 63 million employes who pay 
their tax essentially by with­ 
holding come within $10 a year 
of having the correct amount 
withheld. Of the rem ainder, al­ 
most 37 million now have to 
file for refunds, while 
more 
than 14 million have not enough 
withheld 
and have to come up 
with extra paym ents. 
In connection with President 
Johnson’s 
tax 
program , the 
T reasury asked Congress to en­ 
act a new set of withholding 
rules. If withholding were grad­ 
uated, like the tax rates them­ 
selves, this change, the T reas­ 
ury said, would increase to al­ 
most 29 million the number of 
taxpayers 
who 
would 
break 
even — within $10. Overwith­ 
holding would continue for al­ 
most 24 million and underwith­ 
holding for m ore than 10 mil­ 
lion. Some people apparently 
like overwithholding as a form 
of savings. They do not report 
all their exemptions. 
The House Ways and Means 
Committee 
looked 
over the 
Treasury 
tables and several 
members — enough to indicate 
the mood of the com mittee — 
said they thought they could do 
better. Fine, said the Treasury 
in effect, go ahead and try. This 
is where the 
m atter stands 
wl de the com m ittee finishes its 
hearings. It will probably go to 
work on legislation Feb. 7. 
The com m ittee presum ably 
will try to work out ways to re ­ 
duce the take from the middle 
and higher income paychecks.

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Withholding 
Never Perfect 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) — As 
every income tapayer knows, 
withholding is never perfect. 
In many cases there is a re­ 
fund due from the government, 
or, unhappily, something owed 
the government after the annual 
return has been sweated out. 
A major effort is now on in 
Congress to improve the sys­ 
tem, which lias been getting 
more and more out of kilter 
with the passing years, because 
withholding is based on lower- 
bracket tax rates and incomes 
in this country keep goingup. In 
1964, for example, most U*S. 
families had incomes above $6,- 
500 «— and the median has gone 
up since. 
If the slice taken out of every­ 
body's paycheck is lased on 
minimum 
bracket rates and 
more and more wage earners 
move up into higher brackets, 
there is bound to lie trouble. 
This has been the situation. 
Moreover, the tax changes of 
the past two years have cranked 
more complications into 
the* 
system. Since the income tax re­ 
duction was staged over two 
years, there had to be a special 
withholding computation for the 
first year. It turned out to be a 
bit low and, last year, many 
taxpayers 
who thought their 
withholding had covered their 
liability had to dig into their 
pockets to make up a differ­ 
ence. 
Moreover, a new minimum 
standard deduction benefiting 
lowest-income taxpayers was 
instituted. But this change was 
not reflected in tile withholding 
tables. 


As a result of these and other 
factors, 
the 
Treasury 
es­ 
timates only about 12 million of 
the 63 million employes who pay 
their tax essentially by with­ 
holding come within $10 a year 
of having the correct amount 
withheld. Of the remainder, al­ 
most 37 million now have to 
file for refunds, while 
more 
than 14 million have not enough 
withheld and have to come up 
with extra payments. 
In connection with President 
Johnson's 
tax 
program, the 
Treasury asked Congress to en­ 
act a new set of withholding 
rules. If withholding were grad­ 
uated, like the tax rates them­ 
selves, tills change, the Treas­ 
ury said, would increase to al­ 
most 29 million the number of 
taxpayers 
who 
would break 
even — within $10. Overwith­ 
holding would continue for al­ 
most 24 million and underwith­ 
holding for more than IO mil­ 
lion. Some people apparently 
like overwithholding as a form 
of savings. They do not report 
all their exemptions. 
The House Ways and Means 
Committee 
looked over the 
Treasury tallies and several 
members — enough to indicate 
the mood of the committee — 
said they thought they could do 
better. Fine, said the Treasury 
in effect, go ahead and try. This 
is where Hie matter stands 
while the committee finishes its 
hearings. It will probably go to 
work on legislation Feb.7. 
The committee presumably 
will try to work out ways to re­ 
duce the take from the middle 
and higher income paychecks.
